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1 . (currently amended) A projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus for 
e nlarging and projecting an image onto a projected plane by a projection optical unit , 
comprising: 

an optical device dividing light emitted from a light source into a first light that 
travels to the projection optical unit and a second light that travels in a direction different 
from the first light, 

a projection optical unit for projecting image light onto the proj e ct e d plano [[,]] 
an optical dovico for dividing light omitt e d from a light sourc e into imag o light 

that travels to th e projection optical unit and unnecessary light that travels outsid e th o 

proj e ction optical unit [[,]] 

a holding member fer holding the projection optical unit, 

and a light receiving member for receiving the second unn e c e ssary light, and 

a heat insulating member disposed between the light receiving member and the 

holding member wh e r e in th o light receiving m e rnhnr ir . prnviHnH nr . n m g fT1 |ia r independent of 

th e holding m e mber and is formed of a mat e rial diff e rent from the holding member . 

2. (currently amended) The projector apparatus according to Claim 1 , 
wherein the light receiving member is a light absorbing member which includes black 
aluminum and chromium .

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4. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatu s 
according to Claim 1, wherein the light receiving member is provided with a heat releasing 
member w hich includes a heat sink dispos e d not in direct contact with thn holding mnmW 

5 . (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus 
according to Claim 1, wherein the light receiving member is provided with a heat-releasing 
member which includes a heat pipe .

8 . (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typo display apparatus 
according to Claim 1, wherein the light receiving member is disposed so that the second light 
reflected by the light receiving member does not proceed to strike the optical device,, erthe 
projection optical unit and holding member . 

9. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus 
according to Claim 1, wherein the optical device is a digital micro device that drives a 
plurality of micro reflecting surfaces and divides incident light into the first light and the 
second light so that the first light and the second light are symmetric with respect to an optical 
axis of the incident light .

14. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus 
according to Claim 13, wherein the optical device is a digital micro device that drives a 
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plurality of micro reflecting surfaces and divides incident light into the first light and the 
second light so that the first light and the second light are symmetric with respect to an optical 
axis of the incident light . 

1 5 . (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus 
according to Claim 13, further comprising a light receiving member fef receiving the second 
unnec e ssary light, wh e rein said light rec e iving memb e r is form e d of a mat e rial differ e nt from 
th e holding member which is disposed outside of the holding member . 

1 6. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction type display apparatus 
according to Claim 15, wherein the light receiving member is a light absorbing member which 
includes black aluminum or chromium . 

1 7. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction type display apparatus 
according to Claim 15 46, further comprising a heat insulating member disposed between the 
holding member and the light receiving member wh e r e in the light absorbing m e mhor has n 
color that absorbs light .

22. (currently amended) The projector proj e ction typ e display apparatus 
according to Claim 15, wherein the light receiving member is disposed so that light reflected 
by the light receiving member does not proceed to strike the optical device,, or the projection 
optical unit and holding member .
